Washington, Doc-. 1. — The notes ex- 
changed between the United States 
and Japan declaring their policy in the. 
far east, which have been tin- subject 
of correspondence between United 
.States Secretary of State Root and 
Ambassador Takahira for some months 
wen- made public at tlie stale depart- 
ment tonight. Accompanying tlie de- 
claration an- two letters, one from Mr. 
Takahira and one from Mr. Boot, the 
former expressing the belief that a 
frank avusynl of the aims, policy and 
intentions of the two countries In the 
Pacific would not only tend to 
strengthen the relations of friendship 
and good neighborhood between the 
two nations, hut would materially con- 
tribute to the preservation of tlie gen- 
eral peace, and the latter declaring that 
"expression of mutual understanding 
is welcome to the government of the 
United States." 

Each letter, in which is included the 
declaration, is dated November SO, the 
day on which the exchanges toolc place. 
The purport of the live .separate notes 
was fully set forth in Associated Press 
despatches of November 27 from 
Washington. In explicit terms they 
were as follows; 

J. — It Is the wish of tlie two gov- 
ernments to encourage the free and 
peaceful development of their com- 
merce on the Pacific ocean. , 

2. — The policy of both governments, 
uninfluenced by any aggressive ten- * 
dency Is directed to the maintenance 
of the existing status rjuo in the region 
above mentioned and to the defence of 
the principle of equal opportunity for 
commerce and industry in China. 

3. — They are accordingly firmly re- 
solved reciprocally to respect the ter- 
ritorial possessions belonging to each 
other in said region. . 

4. — They are also determined to pre- 
serve thu common interests of all pow- 
ers in China by supporting by all pa- 
eillc means at their disposal the in- 
dependence and integrity of China, and 
the principle of equal opportunity for 
commerce and industry of all nations 
In that empire. 

Should any event occur threatening 
the status quo as above described, or 
tlie principle of equal opportunity as 
above defined, it remains for the two 
governments to communicate with each 
other In order to arrive at an under- 
standing as to what meaScres they may 
consider it useful to take. 

Ambassador Takahira, in a state- 
ment issued subsequent to the making 
public of tlie notes said: 

"The substance of the instrument, 
which has already found its way into 
the press called for an exhaustive ex- 
pression of opinion in this and other 
countries and there remains hardly 
anything to be added. As will be seen 
in their wording, tlie notes are simply 
in the form of a declaration and are 
not a treaty or agreement. They are 
simply a reaffirmation of what was 
declared by the two governments years 
;igo, or a definition of the understand- 
ing already existing. It is, however, to 
be noted that notes which are exchang- 
ed between governments of such great 
moral standing as those of the United 
States and Japan will have a great 
Importance in the carrying out of 
their common policy. Japan has en- 
tire confidence In the great moral 
strength of the United States govern- 
ment, and tie- latter fully trusts in the 
strong good faith id' the Japanese gov- 
ernment, as has been amply proved by 
past experience. In this respect it is 
something like a transaction between 
friends, and it is sincerely to be hoped 
that the people of each country will 
have the same confidence as their own 
government In respect to the declara- 
tion of the other, and in doing so there 
will bo everything to gain and nothing 
to lose and friendly intercourse and 
commercial relations will be fully de- 
veloped." 

The substance of tin- declaration 
was furnished In advance of its sign- 
ing to the various governments inter- 
ested in Chinese affairs, and cordial 
responses of sympathy and support 
came from them.

Belfast Whig:— When a millionaire 
like Mr. Carnegie writes on the ques- 
tion of wealth he cannot fall to inte- 
rest, even though he may not instruct. 
The majority of people want to be- 
come wealthy, or ;i t least they deslro 
to increase their store of the world's 
goods. Here and there one comes 
across a wan who pretends to des- 
pise wealth, but. taking mankind In 
the hulk, there can be little doubt 
that there is a strong feeling In favor 
of Increased riches. There is ;m al- 
most universal but wholly erroneous 
Idea that wealth produces happiness. 
Mr. Carnegie, who can speak with 
sonic show of authority on the sub- 
ject, denies that happiness springs' 
from the abundance of material 
wealth, and he Is quite right. There 
are thousands of men who do not 
possess much money, and are as 
happy as it is possible for human be- 
luga to be. White It Is foolish to con- 
demn a legitimate desire for the pos- 
session of wealth, still It ought to he 
emphasised that man does not live 
by bread alone, and that the great 
fountains of happiness have no con- 
nection whatever with what the world 
calls wealth. This desire to enrich 
oneself helps to develop a sturdy spirit 
of Individualism, without which tit 
world would become stagnant. One of 
the strong objections to Socialism is 
that it would destroy this spirit, and 
remove from men the incentive to 
sustained effort. Whatever the dc- 
i fects of modern society may bo, there 
j is no doubt that Individualism is 
superior to communism. Mr. Car- 
i negle thinks that one of the ways to 
[ strengthen the Individualistic posi- 
tion is by limiting the wealth of ln- 
| dividual* and by recompensing labor 
j hi a better and more generous way. 
J This is an Important declaration 
j coining from Mr. Carnegie. His own 
I hibers have met with a generous ro- 
. ward, and Ii I« plain thai In Is not 
unmindful of those who have in days 
gone by assisted him in amassing bis 
wealth Everyont will ugreo that 
employers ought to pay their em- 
ployes as large ; , wag,, as the indus- 
try wilf afford. One of the unfortun- 
ate developments of recent veurs Is 
tin; amount of friction which exists 
between capital and labor. There Is 
not that unity of purpose which Is 
necessary to promote the best Inte- 
rests of both, and until both sides re- 
cognize the common interest that 
exists there will be a continuance of 
friction. 

It is quite impossible to divide the 
wealth of the world by any mate- 
rial rule, hut Mr. Carnegie thinks that 
"he 01 the most effective methods of 
putting a check, upon the perpetuation 
ol Irregularities in the division of 
money is by levying heavy death 
Unties. These words should make the 
pulse of the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer heat faster. As he put it 
himself u le .ther day, he is. like a 
Scripture character, up a tree but 
unlike his prototype, be is not so sun'' 
nl getting down with any show ot' 
grace or dignity. The Chancellor of 
the Exchequer has beep one of the 
most active members of the govern- 
ment in promoting Socialistic schemes, 
and imw when he has got to find tho 
money his troubles begin. Mr. Car- 
negie... remarks may encourage him 
te make another raid on a. henroost 
that has suffered very beaclly already 
from tlie attacks of tax-collectors.

OLD SWINDLES GO ON 

Can't Kill Wireless Wire Tapping- 
Lots' of Purchasers for Fake 
Mining Stock 



I saw the other day," remarked a 
retired detective who had a reputation 
countrywide In his, time, to a. New 
York reporter, "a criticism that tho 
police were negligent and cureless In 
failing to stop commit swindles and 
schemes used by crooks lo get a little 
pocket money. 1 wonder If the critic 
stopped to think of the gullibility of 
tlie victims ami what the operation of 
their minds must have been when they 
were led into the swindle. 

"Wandering around the streets to- 
day Is 11 man who hits sold the City 
Hall, the Tombs, the Brooklyn Bridge 
and the Criminal Courts building, each 
of them at least once. He Is tin Italian 
of no great Intelligence rind of a ro- 
pulslvo appearance, it la true that Jiii 



victims were fellow countrymen, but 
it Is also true that several of them 
worn not ignorant men. 

"Now, the institutions that this Ital- 
ian got money for are imposing enough 
to make even the most unsuspecting 
Imagine that lie is entering into a deal 
of some magnitude. But the Italian 
never got much money — $,",0 or $10(1. He 
sold the rights to operate the Brooklyn 
Bridge, collect from the railroads, 
pedestrians and teamsters for $50. 

"It's boon my* experience that every- 
body, except maybe a few spendthrifts 
Who don't wake up until it's gone, 
realize tlie value of money. So it lias 
been always a puzzle to me when 
somebody is swindled out of a small 
sum which lie pays to get a great big 
thing or when lie thinks ho Is going 
to get a great big tiling. My occupa- 
tion perhaps has made me unnecessar- 
ily suspicious, but I can't help feeling 
that tho victim must have stored away 
an Idea that he was swindling the 
other fellow. 

"You may say that the victims in 
this particular case were foreigners 
absolutely unfamiliar with the wavs 
of tllis country anil the value of things, 
and they had the impression that 
money could be picked up In the 
streets. That may be so and it may 
be an explanation, but it doesn't make 
a hit with me. 

"However, us the story tellers al- 
ways say. let's pass on to another 
swindle, and here we have shrewd 
men, some cunning, some . intelligent, 
all alert, on both sides of the fence. I 
refer to the wireless wire tapping 
swindle. 

"Anybody who has ever read a 
newspaper must have hud laid before 
him an exposure of wireless wire tap- 
ping. You may «xcuse those 'who 
were fleeced when the game was new 
for tlie operators were -dick, clever 
crooks, but after the newspapers print- 
ed column after column describing 
every detail of the game you would 
think thai it would be a barren Held. 
It is not, even today, when victims 
are around ready to be plucked — and 
are being plucked, but keeping quiet. 

"I have remarked that those who 
were stung in tlie early days of the 
game might be excused. Yes, but you 
ean'i excuse their morals, And you 
eun'l excuse the moral makeup of the 
fellows who were caught after them; 
and from what I have been able to 
lirul out nobody had much sympathy 
for the victims. At least many juries 
that heard these eases acted that way. 

"Now, I don't intend to do the 
preacher act, hut look al tllis situation. 
Here's a man with a good business, a 
thriving business, with money laid 
iiway— yes $50,000 of it. Ho becomes 
acquainted with gentlemen of the 
Larry Hummerlieid. Chappie Moron. 
Chris. Tracey stripe. They are emin- 
ent gentlemen In their particular line. 

"The business man Is told that the 
poolroom can be beaten by tapping the 
wires, delaying the results of the races 
while the money is put down and ail 
that Is necessary after that is to go 
around to the poolroom man and take 
the money. The okl game, and easy, 
isn't It? 

"A demonstration is arranged tor the 
intended victim. Ho Is taken to a room 
elaborately fitted up. Off it Is another 
room. Telegraph operators are busily 
engaged taking supposed messages 
over the wires. That Is where tho wire 
tapping is done, he Is told, 

"Does the victim sen through If.' No. 
lie puts up Ids money and of course 
It doesn't come hack. It was never in- 
tended that It should. What is the vic- 
tim's' next move'.' He goes to the pol- 
ice and has the men who were in the 
room and were In the scheme which 
be supposed was to rob the poolrooms 
arrested. 

"You may argue that: the poolrooms 
were lii an Illegal business and were 
legitimate victims, but 1 can't see It 
that way. A lot of juries couldn't eith- 
er. Am! tlie police are asked to stamp 
out that kind of swindle when the man 
who becomes the victim had a victim 
in mind when he started out. 

"It's great, I tell you, and it makes 
me laugh, when 1 think of nil tlie old 
time swindles that are 1 still worked on 
Hie suckers. Why, Tlie Sun has shown 
convincingly that certain mining stock 
companies were fakes, yet the easy 
marks kept marching up to the win- 
dows where sucker:-. leave their money.

Bank Figures Indicate Stabil- 
ity of Business Conditions 
in Victoria 



The Improvement In business condi- 
tions which Is being felt throughout 
Canada Is being manifested in Victoria 
as well. For the first time since April 
the monthly bank clearings for this 
city show an Increase over tho cor- 
responding period a year ago. In tin- 
east tho same conditions arc prevailing 
though tile Improvement in business 
and the consequent Increase in bank 
clearings was experienced there ilrst 
as a result of tho crop movement, 
which put a largely increased amount 

trade activity in every line. Victoria 
did not feel the recent depression un- 
til long after the eastern centres and 
it is but natural that now that condi- 
tions are improving the coast should 
experience the results of the business 
revival somewhat later than the east. 

Bank clearing In Victoria for the 
month of November totalled $5,0411,636 
compared witli $5,030,5111 for the cor- 
responding month a year ago and be-

In the course of 
Ins labors he discovered that he had 
110 Sicilian melody which he (Itemed 
worthy of reproduction; and. as "a 
Sicilian melody "hail been announced 
in a prospectus, Sir Henry decided to 
make one for himself. The result was 
the air of "Hume, Sweet Home," which 
was afterwards set to the then recent- 
ly composed lines of Payne. When the 
collection was published, tie- air be- 
came so popular tint, to use a common 
phrase, it look the town by storm; 
and several music publishers, believing 
It to lie of Sicilian origin, and there- 
fore non -copyright, reissued it at a. 
cheaper rate than that al which it 
could be procured from .Messrs. (build- 
ing & D'Almalno.

The First Woman Mayor 

We will have to reconstruct our 
ideus of England. We have been ac- 
customed to think of it as one of the 
most conservative of countries and 
that its small towns were amongst the 
most unprogresslvo places in tlie 
world. Yet the following despatch 
from London shows that one of these 
little towns has elected as its chief 
magistrate a woman. 

'I'he sleepy little old municipality of 
Aldeburgh not only enjoys the distinc- 
tion of being the first town in England 
to elect a woman mayor, but during 
tin- past few days it has contained the 
first woman elected and, as her guest, 
tin- first woman nominated for mayor. 

Mrs. Garrett Anderson line been en- 
tertaining Miss Dove, her def.-ated pio- 
neer in tlie strife for new honors to 
the new woman. Miss Dove Is a town 
lounclllor of High Wycombe, but her 
fellow councillors could not stand the 
strain of being too "advanced," and re- 
jected her for mayor by a majority of 
two. 

But the Aldeburgh town councillors 
were more steadfast and made .Mrs. 
Anderson their mayor, and Mayor An- 
derson has be. -n solacing Councillor 
Dove, in her defeat by showing her 
how noble a. thing is a woman in office. 

Mrs. Mayor Anderson is also Mrs. 
Dr. Anderson, and it is peculiarly tit- 
ting that Aldeburgh should honor her, 
for it is her native town, and her 
father was the first mayor when the 
borough became a reformed corpora- 
tion. Horn in l.SHO, she is not only the 
pioneer woman mayor; she is also the 
pioneer woman doctor in this country. 

She was elected at tile top of the 
poll for Marylebone on the first school 
hoard for Condon in 1870, and from 
lsiiii to 1890 was senior physician to a 
new hospital for women in Huston 
road, from 1S7G to 1898 she was dean 
of the Condon School of Medicine for 
Women, in 1896 she was elected pre- 
sident of the Cast Anglican Branch of 
Ihe British Medical Association. 

An interesting fact connected with 
Mrs. Anderson's career is that she was 
portrayed by Charles Reade In his no- 
vel, "The Woman Hater." The novel- 
ist uses her plucky light to enter the 
medical profession as a part of the 
theme of the story.

Facilities

The Subject of Improved Port 
Works Being Considered 
in the Far East

long converging breakwaters were 
built in front of the sprawling city — a 
foreign settlement set in Japanese 
mirroumlings. Inside these breakwa- 
ters ilrednes ivere put to work ami a 
lung wharf, the "hotoba," or landing 
jilace, nas constructed, alongside of 
which live or six steamers could work 
cargo. The hulk of Hie shipping, 
though lies at anchor inside the break- 
waters and discharges anil loads into 
a ml from lighters brought alongside. 
1: was soon found that the business of 
the port was in excess of its facilities 
and il ivas decided to extend tin- work 
done under the supervision of Major- 
General Palmer of the British army, 
a work in which the indemnity paid to 
the United States government for the 
Shlmonoseki affair before the present 
Kmperor ascended the throne, which, 
like the Boxer indemnity, was refund- 
ed, was used. The new harbor works 
include the reclamation of a large 
area opposite the hatoba, where quays 
forming two side of a parallelogram, 
each side 3,102 feet long, were built 
Five berths for steamers of from 4,000 
to .1,000 tons and a landing stage 942 
feet long are provided. On this area, 
.several warehouses and lines of rail- 
way are being built, this work now 
being carried on. Before the work of 
reclamation on Tokio bay is c ompleted 
It is proposed to provide a further 
quay and sea wall, making the whole 
quayage to provide eight berths for 
steamers of from "..000 to (i.000 tons, a 
landing stage, thirteen iron and two 
wooden freight sheds. four three- 
storied warehouses and thirty-live 
cranes. This work Is now being car- 
ried on. 

More Ambitious Scheme 
Meanwhile a more ambitious scheme 
is being urged, the deepening of Tokio 
bay and the entrance to the Sumida 
river to make Tokio an ocean port. 
At present only the smaller steamers, 
chiefly coasters, are able to go to the 
■wharves at the mouth of the Sumida 
to discharge a t Tokio. which lies 2S 
miles from 1'oknliama and is connected 
by the tirst railway built in Japan. 
The project would call lor a vast ex- 
penditure, and. i. wing to tie- financial 
depression throughout the countrv fol- 
lowing tin: costly war with t'iussia 
which has caused a postponement of

ideas of Justice arc peculiar. This is 
illustrated by the recent elan fight In 
Canton district. On the north side of 
Canton, near the district through 
which the new railway Is being laid, 
are two large Chinese villages named 
Slukong and Sheungkai. For some 
time there have been mutual jealous- 
ies and animosities between the clans 
of these two villages, and things came 
to a head. A man from Sheungkai 
village attended a market held near 
by, and there encountered Au, a man 
of the opposite village. Now it hap- 
pened that Au owed Leung some 
money, and had been owing it for 
some time. When the men met In the 
market, Leung requested the other to 
pay up. Instead of complying, All 
abused Leung, and a storm of ungry 
words ensued between the two. Then 
Au, who seems to have been assisted 
by some of his own clan, took up a 
big farming hoe and felled Leung, 
splitting his skull. The Infuriated 
mail then attaacked another of 
Leung's friends and killed him, and 
several others were wounded before 
the anger of the man was appeased. 
When news of this tragedy reached 
tile villages of Sheungkai they were 
exasperated and swore to have re- 
venge. They therefore marched In I 
large numbers to the village of Slu- 
kong, which, however, being much 
larger, successfully kept the Invaders I 
at bay. They eventually retreated.! 
bullied, but more enraged than over. 
Suddenly it occurred to some of them 
that three men of the Slukong village 
were working on the railway near by, 
ami the mob seize,! upon these un- 
fortunate fellows and dragged them 
back to the village of Sheungkai to 
await their doom. It was clearly a 
case df 1 1 r « - for life, according to 
Chinese notions. The men brought 
their prisoners back Pi the village, 
ami after an informal trial, sentenced 
them to death. Meanwhile the head- 
men of the- village, fearing that things 
were going toe far, though themselves 
smarting under the wrong done by Au 
to their fellows, managed to get hold 
nf tin- three prisoners, and watched 
over them night and day so that the;.' 
might not be executed by the younger 
members nf the elan. Then, somehow 
or other, a temporary "peace" was 
patched up. Tills move was but a 
blind, being part of a deep-laid scheme 
to get hold of the three men. When 
peace was declared it would appear 
that I he three men were Bent nft home. 
This was part of the scheme, for when 
they were reluased by the elders if the 
village, the younger men set upon 
them and killed the three in cold 



blood. By this time the whole country- 
side was in an uproar, and telegrams 
were sent to different oflicials, to 
heads of the new railway, and to the 
military authorities, asking for as- 
sistance. The Canton officials have 
sent soldiers and others to the scene 
ot the trouble. Meanwhile, the pas- 
sions of the revengers having cooled 
down a little they heard with alarm 
that soldiers were marching their 
way. With one accord, though there 
were more than a hundred famlh-.'s i i 
tile village, they gathered all their 
movable belongings together, bud, de- 
serting their houses and homes, left 
them standing empty. 



CHINESE PILOTS AT 

A BRITISH PORT 

Hongkong Only Port, Other Than 
Those of Japan, Where Asiatic 
Pilots Are Used 



At Hongkong most of the pilots are 
Chinese. The Dally Press of Hong- 
kong says: When the Hongkong Pi- 
lots' ordinance, of 1904 was enacted a 
number of British master mariners 
trading in these waters Imagined thai 
it would result In bringing the colony 
of Hongkong Into line In tills matter 
with all the other ports in the far east. 
It Is a singular fact that in no other 
port in the far east (excepting .Japan) 
is an Asiatic pilot entrusted with a 
foreign vessel — sailing ship or Steam- 
er. Swatow, Amoy. Foochow, Xlngpo. 
Shanghai. Klaochow, Tientsin, New- 
Chang, Saigon. Bangkok, Singapore, 
penang are all, we understand, staffed 
by white pilots; as also are the Indian 
ports of Calcutta. Bombay and Kara- 
chi. Hongkong had occupied a unique 
position among them all in that it did 
not, up to the passing of the Pilots' 
ordinance of 1904, possess a single 
white pilot. When that ordinance 
was passed requiring all persons prac- 
ticing as pilots in these waters to satis- 
fy a board of examiners of their com- 
petency, many British master marin- 
ers, as we have said, Imagined their 
chance had come for employment as 
pilots. Imagination carried them fur- 
ther than the circumstances justilled. 
They obtained the Impression that "a 
properly constituted pilot service," 
such as tin.' ordinance contemplated, 
meant a service amenable to all the 
pilot regulations laid down In the 
Merchant Shipping act. If that were 
so the Chlneso pilot, Othello-like, 
would have lost his occupation, and 
room for the competent British marin- 
er would have been fcund. We do nol 
know how many British master marin- 
ers have sat for the examination in the 
last lour years and obtained certifi- 
cates of competency, but certainly 
many more than are now trying to 
earn a livelihood lu re as pilots. The 
Chinese pilot lias not been displaced 
because the idiot regulations embod- 
ied in Die Merchant Shipping act have 
not, by tile local ordinance, been made 
applicable to the port. Tills dues not 
seem to have been generally under- 
stood. British master mariners who 
have- obtained certificates of compet- 
ency as pilots in these waters have

Hut apparently the harbor Is 
ho extremely crowded and the difficul- 
ties of finding berths so considerable 
that the government has been ap- 
proached by the shipping community 
and ashed to provide some safeguard 
thut persons who offer themselves for 
pilots within the waters of the colony 
shall Know what to do." That appli- 
cation resulted In the Pilots" ordin- 
ance being Introduced and passed. The 
attorney-general further explained that 
"There is no compulsion for anyone 
to take n pilot, nor will taking u pilot 
exempt the ship thai takes him from 
any consequences that may occur from 
collision or otherwise. Government ac- 
cepts absolutely no responsibility in 
the matter." A maximum scale of pi- 
lotage fees was drawls up ami pub- 
lished, and for Hie rest tin- gov. rnment 
said to the shipping community "Ho 
as you phase." For all we know, tile 
Shipping Arm's are not dissatisfied with 
what has been done. Some sensi <jf 
security is given by tin: knowledge 
that the Chinese pilot engaged to 
bring In or take out « ship bus a ce'r- 
tlllcate of corrifetoncy, and the Chinese 



idiot remains "cock of the walk." 'I'll" 
Urltish pieit remains only an object 
of sympathy. There is little or no oc- 
cupation apparently lor qualified Brit- 
ish pilots in the w. iters of this British 
colony. Hongkong remains unique In 
that nspect. ileproMrntations, we un- 
derstand, have 1 n mode to the gov-

from responsibility in tin- matter. As, 
however, th.- government is not pre- 
pared to put the pilot service of the 
colony on the same footing- as at other 
ports— where, for Instance, the pilots 
are all under the Immediate direction 
of tlie harbor master or pilot hoard 
ami eaidi licensed pilot Is employed in 
turn — the European pilots only hope 
of success in tin- endeavor to earn a 
livelihood at Hongkong lies in an ap- 
peal to the patriotism of the shipping 
firms. Until there is any very pro- 
nounced preference shown on tin- part 
of tlie shipping firms for European 
pilots. British seamen who niny bo 
aspiring to become pilots would lie well 
advised to give Hongkong tlie go-bve. 
It is a hard thing; to say that in Brit- 
ish colonial waters the British pilot 
Is not wanted, but the faot has been 
proved in Hongkong by many during 
tin; past four years, and aspiring Brit- 
ish pilots should heoa the teachings of 
experience.

WINSTON CHURCHILL 
ON UNEMPLOYMENT 

President of British Board of 
Trade Discusses the 
Question 



London, Dec. 1. — In a speech at 
Dundee, Winston Churchill, president 
of the board of trade, declared that 
unemployment was not confined to 
periods of trade depression, and would 
not be solved by trade revival. As 
president of the board of trade, it was 
not yet possible for him to say that 
tin? end of the depression was in sight. 
But there were indications which 
justified the hope that the depression 
would be less severe and prolonged 
than In other trade cycles.

Navel oranges are now arriving In 
belter condition than the last shipment 
which were somen hut green.

It Is believed that 
uninterrupted selling of American se- 
curities by foreigners Ih the dominating 
1 cause of tin- movement. The call loan 
1 rate was affected on Thursday, al- 
though in a slight degree. 

The Irregular liquidation proceeded 
to an extent that brought relief during 
tho course of Thursday's dealings, and 
opened the way for a considerable re- 
covery. The cessation of the pressure 
on United States Steel and on some 
other prominent stocks was of more 
Influence In bringing this about than 
the more sensational advances in a 
group of specialties. Rock Island pre- 
ferred was conspicuous in this class, 
its volatile rise being unexplaine.d by 
any news bearing on the property.
